Dr. Wagner Denounces “Big Fight” 
As “Brutal Spectacle” Which Will 
Be to the Shame of This Nation 


Denouncing the forthcoming cham­ 
pionship fight between Dempsey and 
Tunney as a “brutal spectacle, more 
in keeping with savages than civiliza­ 
tion’’ and designed primarily to put 
nearly a million dollars into the hands 
of the men backing it and also for the 
benefit which the Sesquicentennial will 
receive from the “gate receipts,” the 
Rev. Dr. A. E. Wagner, in his morn­ 
ing sermon at the Christ Lutheran 
church, further declared that “we shall 
see the fair name of this great nation 
trailed in the dust with no other ex­ 
cuse than that of gate receipts.” 
Taking as his theme “The Invest­ 
ing of a Life,” and his text from 
John 12:24, “Except a grain of wheat 
fall into the earth and die, it abideth 
by itself alone; but if it die it will 
bear much fruit,” Dr. Wagner brought 
out in strong 
contrast 
the 
result 
of investing a life in a spectacle such 
as will be seen in 
Philadelphia 
on 
Thursday as a part of the celebration 
of the one hundredth and fiftieth anni­ 
versary of the founding of the nation 
and the celebration this week of the 
founding of the Theological Seminary 
which has sent over 1400 ministers 
into the religious field. 
Seed’s Value Inestimable 
His sermon is given in part: 
A seed is a very small thing but 
because of its potential power the 
most wonderful thing in the material 
world. 
It contains the possibility of 
life and there is nothing greater than 
life. 
I hold in my hand a grain of wheat. 
It is so small that you who are in the 
rear of the auditorium cannot see it 
and yet no one would dare to name its 
possible value. 
One of three things may be done 
with this little speck of m atter. 
It 
may be stored away in the granary 
to “abide by itself alone.” 
In this 
case its value Ia negligible and will 
continue to be so as long as it remains 
there. 
Or you can turn this grain of 
wheat into bread and transform the 
bread into tissue, into bloods and brain 
and the brain as the instrument of 
the mind may engage in writing the 


constitutinon of a nation, or some 
great poem, or immortal oratorio. The 
grain of wheat transformed by the 
mysterious processes of nature cul­ 
minates in human thought. 
Must Die To Multiply 
There is yet one other thing that 
may be done with this grain of wheat. 
You may drop it into the earth and at 
once it will begin to die, in order that 
it may multiply its life, “thirty, or 
sixty, or a hundred-fold.” 
And this 
harvest may be replanted year after 
year, until in a 
surprisingly 
short 
time it will be sufficient to feed the 
population of this planet. That is, by 
dying, the grain of wheat achieves 
its ordained mission. 
That is, death 
is the key that unlocks life. 
Must Invest Life 
From this great truth of nature, 
used by the Teacher as an illustra­ 
tion, we have drawn our theme: “The 
Investment of a Life.” 
There are some things in which a 
man does not need to invest if he does 
not choose to do so. But there is one 
investment 
that 
he 
must 
make 
whether he wants to or not. He must 
invest the life which God has given him 
in the world in which God has placed 
him. Concerning this requirement he 
has no choice. He has nothing to do 
with his coming into the world but 
having come he is 
here and 
must 
reckon with his opportunities and 
square with his obligations. 
This is 
an ^repealable law of the moral uni­ 
verse. 
In considering the investment of a 
life, two great questions front the 
soul. 
The first is “W hat?” In what shall 
a man invest his life? To what shall 
a man give his soul which bears the 
image of God ? To the trophies of the 
ring of the prize fighter?

* The new laws of the general astembly of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, passed’at the 1925 sesahon of the legislature, are 
being sent out from- Harrisburg. 
Th* book contains 41G new or 
amended laws that were enacted at this las* flexion of the legisla­ 
ture, many of them of more than’ oifdflletf interest to the people 
of the commonwealth. 
^ 
Among the new laws passed dim] approved by the Governor, 
is one relating to the recording of deeds, .(conveyances, etc., for 
the sale of land. 
In the past lf a purchaser did not care to re­ 
cord his deeds he could put them away qp»ewher«, and as long 
as he knew where to get them tile title to the property was his. 
But the new law makes it mandatory that all deeds and other 
conveyances of land shall be recorded with the penalty for fail­ 
ure that it shall be adjudged fraudulent and void. 
The new law which becomes effective the 
first day of Jan­ 
uary, 1926, reads as follows: 
Section I. Be it enacted, Ac., That all deeds, conveyances, 
contracts and other instruments of writing wherein it shall be 
the intention of the parties executing the same to grant, bargain, 
sell and convey any lands, tenements, or hereditaments situate in 
this Commonwealth, upon being acknowledged by the parties exe­ 
cuting the same or proved in the manner provided by the laws 
of the Commonwealth, shall be recorded in the office of the re­ 
corder of deeds in the county where such lands, tenements, and 
hereditaments are situate. 
Every such deed, conveyance con­ 
tract or other instrument of writing which shall not be acknowledg­ 
ed or proved and recorded 
as 
aforesaid 
shall 
be 
ad­ 
judged fraudulent and void 
as 
to 
any - 1 subsequent 
bona 
fide 
purchaser 
or 
mortgagee 
without 
active

tive notice unless such deed, conveyance, contract or instru­ 
ment of writing shall be recorded as aforesaid before the record­ 
ing of the deed or conveyance under which such subsequent pur­ 
chaser or mortgagee shall claim. 
Section 2. This act shall take effect the first day of January, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six. 
Section 3. All acts or parts of acts, general, special, or local 
inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.
